BOHN was a featured speaker at 
the Congress of Freedom Convention in New Orleans a few days 
prior to that time. This printed letter was in the form of an 
open letter, dated 7/31/61, and the stated purpose was to outline 
the plan to force the withdrawal of the United States from the 
United Nations.

The purpose of this letter is to outline a plan designed to force the withdrawal of the United States 
from the United Nations, by having the Supreme Court of the United States declare unconstitu- 
tional and void ad initio the acts of the President and the Senate which made the United States a 
signatory member of that international organization. 

The plan requires a suit to be filed directly in the Supreme Court requesting such a declaration, 
the original jurisdiction of said Court being invoked by the joinder as plaintiffs of at least one citi- 
zen and one State of the United States. The joinder of a State would by itself invoke said original 
jurisdiction, but a citizen should also join so that the requested declaration would vindicate the 
separate, sovereign, reserved rights of the States and the separate, sovereign, reserved and inalien- 
able rights of the citizens, under both the Constitution and the Declaration of Independence. 

The basic legal charge that the said acts of the President and the Senate were unconstitutional and 
therefore void ad initio would rest upon the easily established premise that the provisions of the 
United. Natons Charter changed the United States Constitution and violated numerous of its pro- 
visions. 

It is not the purpose of this letter to serve as a legal brief. However, it should be said for both lay- 
man and lawyer alike that it has been held in many cases by the Supreme Court of the United States 
that “. . . a treaty cannot change the Constitution or be held valid if it is in violation of that instru- 
ment” and that “This results from the nature and fundamental principles of our government.” 
Cherokee Tobacco vs. U.S., 78 U.S. 227, 1 c. 299. It has also been held by that Court that a treaty 
cannot change our form of government, since this can only be done validly by amending the Con- 
stitution in accordance with its amendment provisions. 

Since the participation of the United States in the United Nations was effected under the treaty- 
making powers of the President with the advice and consent of the Senate, exercised on the osten- 
sible assumption that the United Nations Charter constituted a treaty document the aforemen- 
tioned rules of law are clearly applicable, if the Supreme Court should attempt to hold that said 
Charter was in fact a treaty. 

However, a much stronger legal position should first be asserted in the proposed suit, to-wit, that 
the United Nations Charter was not a treaty at all, but rather that it was a Constitution forming a 
world government with powers superior to and destructive of our National, State and individual 
governments as they had pre-existed under our Constitutions and the reserved and inalienable

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rights of the people. If such a legal position could be maintained to the satisfaction of the Supreme 
Court, the acts of the President and the Senate in attempting to effect our participation in and our 
formation of such a new world government would be even more obviously unconstitutional and 
void under the same principles of law. 

It is earnestly suggested that the United Nations Charter did in fact create a new world gover- 
nment by the employment of a duplicity of language which has so far apparently been undiscov- 
ered. It is generally conceded that people create goverments and goverments create treaties. A care- 
ful reading of the preamble of the United Nations Charter reveals that its real hidden sense is that 
“We, the peoples of the United Nations . . . hereby establish an international organization to be 
known as the United Nations.” The master-stroke of duplicity of language which will be found in 
the phrase, “Accordingly, our respective governments . . is that while it conveys the idea that 
the respective National governments are solely involved and thus provides the controlled thought 
which has prevailed for sixteen years to the effect that the document is simply a treaty between 
nations, it simultaneously, but nevertheless quite clearly, expresses the hitherto undiscovered idea 
that the individual governments of each of the people have formed a new government. It is a 
little known and less taught and therefore obscure principle that insofar as an individual citizen 
of the United States has not consented to be governed, he is a sovereign, independent government 
in his own right. It was this principle which Alger Hiss and the other scribes of the Charter were 
also embracing within the phrase “our respective governments”, so as to produce a document 
which could be advanced to the President and the Senate under the guise of a treaty and which 
would yet contain the sufficiency of language to support it as a world government constitution. 
Irrespective of whether the Charter is held to be a constitution for world government or a treaty 
between nations there can be no doubt that in its expressed powers and the exercise thereof since 
its inception, this “international organization” has acted as a world government, superior to and de- 
structive of all our pre-existing constitutional forms of government. Although examples are legion, 
a few should suffice to illustrate the point for the purposes of this letter. Such examples are that 
huge sums of our federal government’s monies and huge stockpiles of its tangible property, derived 
from the States and the citizens, are poured into the coffers of this international organization, 
without an appropriation by our Congress and more often than not used for purpoes alien to our 
best interests, such as the recent gift of over $1,000,000 from the United Nations Special Fund to 
Cuba, of which amount the United States was required to provide 40% : that when our own armed 
forces are employed as United Nations troops, a Russian general and not our Chief Executive is 
their Commander-In-Chief: that our country is permitted to defend itself solely against armed 
attack, but only until the United Nations takes action in the matter with its own troops and that 
during the interim of all of our defensive action, plans and strategy must be reported to the Rus- 
sian general commander-in-chief of the United Nations military staff; and that our Chief Execu- 
tive is made completely subservient to the dictates of the United Nations Security Council against 
our own National, State and individual interests under the United Nations Participation Act. 

The writer is convinced that our participation in the United Nations suspended our Constitutional 
Republican form of government and temporarily supplanted it with a world government which im- 
minently threatens to destroy us entirely. Until our participation is ended, the Federal and State 
governments and the people are bound and ruled not by our own Constitutions but by the United 
Nations Charter and all of its self-executing involvements as the supreme law of the land. The Su- 
preme Court of the United States is required by the Constitution of the United States to regard 
the United Nations Charter as the supreme law of the land. Many of its recent decisions, while 



debatably beyond the legitimate scope of our Federal Constitution, are nevertheless completely vin- 
dicated and required by the provisions of the United Nations Charter. For this reason, it is sug- 
gested that the doctrine of interposition and the purposes of the Texas Resolution and the Virginia 
Plan cannot be licitly invoked at this time and that there can be no apt criticism of the Supreme 
Court for its decisions in the so-called segregation cases, all of which are compelled under the 
United Nations Charter, even though not supportable under the 14th Amendment to the United 
States Constitution. 

In conclusion, it is respectfully submitted that the ratification of the United Nations Charter under 
the apparent authority of the United States, temporarily surrendered the pre-existing constitu- 
tutional rights of our people, our States and our Nation to the superior powers of the international 
organization. Under the acknowledged legal principle that a law enacted by apparent governmental 
authority is enforceable and presumed to be valid until declared invalid by competent judicial re- 
view, said rights will remain temporarily suspended until the acts effecting our participation in 
the United Nations are so declared to be unconstitutional and void.' 

This letter is being sent to the Honorable Governors of the respective States and also to other 
known dedicated American patriots, in the fervent hope that as many of the States as possible will 
join in the filing of the proposed suit for the restoration of our sovereignties as they were intended 
to be and as many of us have mistakenly presumed them to be still existing. 

This is an individual effort, so that time and facilities do not permit of the formal, personal presen- 
tation which the dignity of the correspondents and the subject matter would deserve. I will be most 
grateful to receive such replies as may be deemed fit and proper.

Source advised the Congress of Freedom, Inc. for 
approximately 12 years has had an annual convention at 
various locations throughout the United States.

the Governors and Representatives of the Sovereign Spates, 
published by the Council for Statehood, Mrs . Ma r y M/\ Davi son , 
West Palm__Beach, Florida, dated December 20, T962. Ma s Jor ' 
Roberts reported that at the request of Mrs. Davison he 
had agreed to develop a-^ figJLo rado Committee o f,, .the . Council 
for Statehood. He reported’ thalTthe "purpose"” of the Colorado 
CtsmrnTWee^llas^'to disseminate Mrs. Davison's letter alTdHiucceedj 
ones to follow to members of the Colorado General Assembly, to 
the Governor, and to other members of the official family, and 
to develop further effective actions for the promotion and 
relization of the political objectives.

Roberts 
claims that Federal laws forbid the Army from turning but 
reserve officers with more than eighteen or less than 
twenty years of active duty without the officer's consent 
or without good cause. Roberts said he has eighteen years 
and nine months of active duty and still wants to make the 
Army his career. Roberts stated that his history of 
controversy dates back to his service with the 24th Division 
in Germany in 1959 and i960.

According to the source, the entire meeting concern- 
ed a speech by Major ARCH ROBERTS. The highlights of the 
speech were noted as follows: 


He stated the entire country is under the United 
Nations, ancj has been since 1950. He stated there is no 
longer a Federal Government but a Government under the 
United Nations. He said approximately 50 families (not 
further identified) who are closely allied with the United 
Nations and the Council on Foreign Relations, are presently 
running the United States Government. He pointed out that 
the United Nations had to be destroyed by legislation, if 
possible, and if not, "you may as well call out the troops," 
He said that the Pentagon ana Army presently fiave a ToFoF^ 
underground work going on relating to the United Nations and 
that he had been sent to bring the message to the people. 

He commented that U. S. troops are being trained all over the 
country for the purpose of taking over the United States 
Government under the United Nations.

A source who has furnished reliable information 
in the past advised on May 2, 1963, that an estimated 200 
to 250 people listened to a speech by Major ARCH" ROBERTS 
at the Town House Hotel in West Palm Beach, Florida, on the 
evening of May 1, 1963. According to the source, Major 
ROBERTS' appearance and speech in the West Palm Beach area 
was sponsored by the Council For Statehood. 

The source advised that ARTHUfftsdHN of Ft. 
Lauderdale, Florid a, made a speech on the constitution of 
the United States and various supreme court decisions. He 
thereafter Introduced MARY^fofeVISON, who is head of the 
Council For Statehood, West Palm Beach, who in turn intro- 
duced Major ARCH ROBERTS. • 

ROBERTS spoke at length on the United Nations 
a^d how the United Nations was controlling the United 
States. He indicated that treason was committed against 
the United States by various members of the State Depart- 
ment (not further identified). ROBERTS said, we do not 
have a Federal Government, but a government under the 
leadership of the United Nations, and it would be necessary 
at some future date to rectify this situation. 

It was observed by the source that no tickets 
were sold as previously planned, however a collection 
was taken.

West Palm Beach, Florida newspaper, reported an article 
cautioned ’’Roberts Blasts Military Set-up,” by Anita^tfones.

^Congressional documents and letters, Major Arch E. 

/Roberts last night told about 200 people, meeting 
/ at the Town House, that 'the Constitution of the 
United States is being superseded by the Charter 
of the United Nations.' 

"Roberts said that the United Nations directs 
deployment of U. S. troops throughout the world, 
that U. S. forces are being surreptitiously diverted 
into a U. S. army, that the commander in chief of 
the U. S. army 'always is and will be' a Soviet 
Communist, and that the U. S. State Department is 
'actively engaged in promoting these ends.' 

"Roberts served with Ma j . Gen. Edwin A. Walker 
in Germany and authored the controversial Pro-Blue 
program which largely led to Walker's being relieved 
of his command. Roberts' appearance in West Palm 
Beach was sponsored by the Council for Statehood 
and individual citizens, according to John Thurman 
of the Council. 

"Roberts ended his hour and a half talk, inter- 
rupted several times by applause, with 'God Save the 
United States of America.'

"The quiet -spoken major, near the beginning 
of his speech, cited his family's military back- 
ground as one justification for his fight against 
Communist subversion of the United States. 

"His great great great grandfather, William 
Roberts, fought in the Revolutionary Way for the 
freedom of the country, and 'I do not purpose to 
relinquish this inheritance,' Roberts said,

"The major interrupted his talk near the 
beginning to challenge the presence of a young 
man who identified himself as a court reporter 
and was recording the major's talk on a steno- 
type machine. The young man declined to identify 
the person for whom he was recording the talk, 
and after prompting from the crowd, left the room. 

"The U. N.'s Under Secretary for Political 
and Security Affairs, who since 1946 has been a 
Soviet, is head of the U. N. Security Police and 
custodian of all diplomatic documents, including 
the plans for the Korean war, Roberts said. 

"Contrary to the provisions of the U. N. 
Charter, no effective committee to handle mili- 
tary affairs for the U. N. exists, and those 
duties now lie with the under secretary, he 
continued. 

"This under secretary is the Soviet comman- 
der that Roberts referred to in titling his talk, 
'Why Your Soldier Son is Serving Under the Command 
of a Soviet Communist.’

Mrs. MARY MAPAVISON, 710 Summitt Boulevard, West 
Palm Beach, Florida, during interview on May 8, 1963, furnished 
t"Ee~fol lowing information to Special Agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation. 

Mrs. DAVISON stated that she attended the conference 
of the Congress For Freedom, Inc., in New Orleans, Louisiana, 
during the first week of April, 1963, and that she represented 
her organization known as the Council For Statehood. She said 
that the aims and objectives of her organization, as well as 
those of the Congress For Freedom, are to acquaint the people 
of the sovereign states, through correspondence, that their 
constitutional rights are being taken away by Federal agencies. 
This correspondence is prepared and sent by her group to 
representatives in the various states who in turn furnish the 
information to influential persons, including Senators and 
Representatives. It is her hope that through this means there 
will develop an interest in the preservation of these rights 
with the ultimate goal of having a constitutional .convention 
called in the future. She stated there has not been a ,, 
constitutional convention for nearly 200 years aad.it seems 
necessary that the Constitution be reviewed and the 
individual states are permitted to assume their rightful 
function in the United States Government. 

Mrs. DAVISON remarked that in her opinion the 
United Nations is in violation of the Constitution and she 
believes she has factual proof to back up this opinion. 

Mrs. DAVISON stated that with regard to her 
organization, "Council For Statehood," two resolutions were 
passed when the organization was first formed in the Fall 
of 1962: (1) prohibiting speaking against the Jews and 
(2) prohibit the mention or discussion of any acts of 
violence in any form whatever. She said that she personally

will have nothing to do with anyone who advocates or suggests 
any form of violence. She stated that if the present plans 
to arouse interest in a constitutional convention fail, the 
people in the various states will just have to give up. She 
ad4ed that there is no other possible action to take and any 
violent action would be completely out of the question. 

Mrs. DAVISON divulged that her organization locally 
consists of about 20 persons who assist her in sending out her 
correspondence to Council For Statehood representatives in 
various states. 

Mrs. DAVISON stated she is competent to say that all 
members of her local group are good citizens, none of whom 
believe in any acts of violence and all know full well that 
this is not the answer under any circumstances. 

Mrs. DAVISON concluded by saying that she knows of 
no one, either in the "Council For Statehood", or otherwise 
who advocate assassinations or acts of violence of any kind 
in resolving differences with Federal agencies. She added 
that in her opinion, South Florida is less in favor of any 
acts of violence now than at any time in her memory.

on April 4, 1963. Background Information regarding 
Doctor BLAZEY, as reflected in the program, stated he 
is serving his second year as the Ch airman of The 
Congress for Freedon, Inc., and has been a member of 
the Board of Directors, since the Congress was founded 
in 1954. He is also an active member of the Association 
of American Physicians and Surgeons. He has been 
responsible for the organization of a third political 
party in Indiana and is identified with several 
conservative political organizations.

According Co the ^Schedule ©£ Events, as set forth, 
in the program, ARTHUR J. Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, 

was scheduled to address the convention at 3;30 P.M. • Back- 
ground information regarding BOHN, as reflected in the pro- 
gram, describes him as 53 years old, born in St. Louis, 
Missouri, a graduate of Harvard and Washington University Law 
School, ’and a practicing lawyer in Ft* Lauderdale for the past 
eleven years. Ha has been Grand Knight of the Knights of 
Columbus and an executive member of the Florida Bar Committee 
on Communist Tactics. 

The address by BOHN was tape "recorded and ha 
discussed his plan "to fores the United States out of the 
United Nations." He advised that he had been working on Ms 
plan since 1955 and on July 31, 1961, sent a letter to th® 
Governors of all the states in the United States. This letter 
sets forth his plan and is quoted as follows;

"The purpose of this letter is to outline a plan 
designed to - force the withdrawal of the United 
States from the United Nations, by having the 
Supreme Court of the United States declare un- 
constitutional and void ah initio the acts of t 
President and the Senate which made the United 
States a signatory member of that international 
organization . 

"Tho plan requires a suit to be filed directly in 
the Supreme Court requesting such a declaration, 
the original jurisdiction of said Court being 
invoked by the joinder as plaintiffs of at least 
one citizen and one State of the United States. 

The joinder of a' State would by itself invoke 
said original jurisdiction, but a citizen should 
also join so that the requested declaration would 
vindicate the separate, sovereign, reserved 
rights of the States and the separate, sever ign. 
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reserved and inalienable rights of the citizens, 
under both the Constitution and the Declaration 
of Independence. 

"The basic legal charge that the said acts of 
the President and the Senate were unconstitutional 
and therefore void ab initio would rest upon the 
easily established premise that the provisions of 
the United Nations Charter changed the United States 
Constitution and violated numerous of its provisions. 

11 It is not the purpose of this letter to serve as 
a legal brief. However, it should be said for both 
layman and lawyer alike that it has been held in 
many cases by the Supreme Court of the United 
States that '. . . a treaty cannot change the 
Constitution or be held valid if it is in violation 
of that instrument* and that 'This results from 
the nature and fundamental principles of our govern- 
ment.* Cherokee Tobacco vs. U.S., 78 U.S. 227, 1. c. 
229, It has also been held by that Court that a 
treaty cannot change our form of government, since 
this can only be done validly by amending the 
Constitution in accordance with its amendment 
provisions . 

’’Since the participation of the United States in 
the United Nations was effected under the treaty- 
making powers of the President with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, exercised on the ostensible 
assumption that the United Nations Charter constituted 
a treaty document, the aforementioned rules of law 
are clearly applicable, if the Supreme Court should 
attempt to hold that said Charter was in fact a 
treaty. 

"However, a much stronger legal position should 
first be asserted in the proposed suit, to-wit, 
that the United Nations Charter was not a treaty at 
all, but rather that it was a Constitution forming a 
world government with powers superior to and destructive 
of our National, State and individual governments as 
they had pre-existed under our Constitutions and the 
reserved and inalienable rights of the people. If 
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such a legal position could be maintained 
to the satisfaction of the Supreme Court, the 
acts of the President and the Senate in attempt" 
ing to effect our participation in and our 
formation of such a new world government would bs 
even more obviously unconstitutional and void 
under the same principles of law. 

"It is earnestly suggested that the United Nations 
Charter did in fact create a new world government 
by the employment of a duplicity of language which 
has so far apparently been undiscovered. It is 
generally conceded that people create governments 
and governments create treaties. A careful reading 
of the preamble of the United Nations Charter reveals 
that its real hidden sense is that 'We, the peoples 
of the United Nations . . . hereby establish an 
international organization to be known as the United 
Nations. 5 The master-stroke of duplicity of language 
which will be found in the phrase, ’Accordingly, our 
respective governments . . is that while it 
conveys the idea that the respective National govern- 
ments are solely involved and thus provides the con- 
trolled thought which has prevailed for sixteen years 
to the effect that the document is simply a treaty between 
nations, it simultaneously, but nevertheless quite 
clearly, expresses the hitherto undiscovered idea that' 
the individual governments of each of the people have 
formed a new government. It is a little known and 
le30 taught and therefore obscure principle that inso- 
far as an individual citizen of the United States 
has not consented to be governed, he is a sovereigns, 
independent government in his own right. It was this 
principle which Alger Hiss and the other scribes of 
the Charter were also embracing within the phrase 
e our respective governments’, so as to produce a 
document which could be advanced to the President 
and the Senate under the guise of a treaty and which 
would yet contain the sufficiency of language to 
support it as a world government constitution. 

Irrespective of whether the Charter is held to be a 
constitution for world government or a treaty between 
nations, there can be no doubt that in its expressed 
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powers and the exercise thereof since its 
inceptions, this “international organization' 
has acted as a world government, superior to 
and destructive of all of our pre-existing 
constitutional forms of government. Although 
examples are legion, a few should suffice fc© 
illustrate the point for the purposes ©£ this 
letter. Such examples are that huge sums of our 
federal government ' s monies and huge stockpiles 
of its tangible property, derived from the States 
and the citizens, are poured into the coffers of 
this inter national organization, without an 
appropriation by our Congress and more often than 
not used for purposes alien t® our best interests, 
such as the recent gift of over ©re million 
dollars from the United Nations Special Fund to 
Cuba, of which amount the United States was required 
to provide 40% ; that when our own armed forces 
are employed as United Nations troops, a Russian 
general and not our Chief Executive is their Commander - 
In- Chief' that our country is permitted to defend it- 
self solely against armed attack, but only until the 
United Nations takes action in the scatter with its 
own troops and that during the interim all of our 
defensive action, plans and strategy must be reported 
to the Russian general commander- in- chief of the 
United Nations military staffs &nd that our Chief 
Executive is made completely subservient to the 
dictates of the United Nations Security Council against 
our own National, State and Individual interests under 
the Uhl ted Nations Participation Act. 

"The writer is convinced that our participation in 
the United Nations suspended our Constitutional 
Republican form of government and temporarily 
supplanted it with a world government which iasninemtly 
threatens to destroy us entirely. Until ©ur par- 
ticipation is ended, the Federal and State governments 
and the people are bound and ruled not by our own 
Constitutions but by the United Nations Charter and 
all of its self-executing involvements as the supreme 
law of the land. The Supreme Court of the United States 
is required by the Constitution of the United States 
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to regard the United Nations Charter as the 
supreme law of the land. Many of its recent 
decisions, while debateably beyond the legitimate 
scope of our Federal Constitution, are neverthe- 
less completely vindicated and required by the 
provisions of the United Nations Charter. For 
this reason, it is suggested that the doctrine of 
interposition and the purposes of the Texas 
Resolution and the Virginia Plan cannot be licitly 
invoked at this time and that there can be no apt 
criticism of the Supreme Court for its decisions in 
the so-called segregation cases, all of which are 
compelled under the United Nations Charter, even 
though not supportable under the 14th Amendment to 
the United States Constitution. 

"In conclusion, it is respectfully submitted that 
the ratification of the United Nations Charter 
under the apparent authority of the United States, 
temporarily surrendered the pre-existing constitutional 
rights of our people, our States and our Nation to the 
superior powers of the international organization. 

Under the acknowledged legal principle that a law 
enacted by apparent governmental authority is enforce- 
able and presumed to be valid until declared invalid 
by competent judicial review, said rights will 
remain temporarily suspended until the acts effecting 
our participation in the United Nations are so declared 
to be unconstitutional and void. 

"This letter is being sent to the Honorable Governors 
of the respective States and also to other known 
dedicated American patriots, in the fervent hope that 
as many of the States as possible will join in the 
filing of the proposed suit for the restoration of 
our sovereignties as they were Intended to be and 
as many of us have mistakenly presumed them to be 
still existing. 

"This is an individual effort, so that time and 
facilities do not permit of the formal, personal 
presentation which the dignity of the correspondents 
and the subject matter would deserve. 
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"I will be most grateful to receive suck 
replies as say be deemed fit arid proper.

He 
stated that the Attorney General of Florida has agreed in 
writing with the legal basis of his plan, stating it was valid. 
He advised that a suit could not be instituted without the 
sanction of a State Government and so far no State Government 
has elected to file the suit although no valid criticism of 
his plan has been advocated.

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According to the schedule ©f ©vent©, a© set forth 
in the program of the 12th Ammia iNat ional Session of the 

Congress of Freedom, Inc. s MARY MwSA¥ISON, of West Palm 
Beach, Florida, was scheduled t© address the session at 
10 ? 30 AM7 April 5, 1963. Background -information regarding 
DAVISON, as reflected in the program, describes her as the 
secretary of the Council of American Relations, author of 
widely read "Letters to a Senator," recognised authority on 
Council of Foreign Relations. She is also editor of the 
Council for Statehood the series of communications to the 
legislators and governors of the 50 states of the union. 

These have for their purpose the calling of a constitutional 
convention to save the states from the Federal Government’s 
usurpation. 

The address by MARY DAVISON was tape recorded and 
highlights of her address, as noted in a review of th® 
recording, are set forth as follow®? 

DAVISON discussed the Council of Foreign Relations, 7" 
stating that it was about to break up and she could not see ‘ 

how they could continue to operate in view of the security 
they work under. She said a new organization is being set 
up to take over the Council of Foreign Relations and this 
organization is known as tBhvHudson Institute, with head- 
quarters in an IBM building bels^een Yorktown and White 
Plains, New York. She revealed chat the Hudson Institute 
is reportedly a non-profit research organization concerned 
with problems of national and international order. The 
function being to conduct and support studies designed to 
produce an informal analysis relating to national security 
and international order. 

DAVISON discussed this organization at length 
and was critical of its purposes. She said the organization 
was being supported by Government and private industry 
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contracts and has as its principal aim, training people 
for government and these people in turn formulating 
government policy. She stated this group is destined to 
destroy our present government. 

DAVISON also discussed a letter reportedly from 
a high ranking member of the armed services, who was in 
agreement with her letters to the various senators and 
this individual stated he would not go to war if called on 
by the United Nations. DAVISON continued by speaking 
about the United Nations and said the Russians have 
permanent lease on the military establishment of the United 
Nations and that the United Nations must be stepped before 
a complete takeover of our military establishments. 

DAVISON related that the Russians could call up at any 
time for any purpose whatsoever and send to any place in 
the world, our military. She related that international 
peace and security has nothing to do with the United 
Nations and described them as a "lame brain bunch of 
traitors.” 

DAVISON also discussed her letters to U, S. 
Senators, which she described as highly successful, but 
stated she had failed to bring her views to the attention 
of the state representatives. She said it is now their 
function to inform the state representatives concerning 
the crimes of the Federal Government. 

She stated they have representatives in 
approximately 36 states of the United States who help 
pay for and distribute her weekly letter to state 
congressmen and representatives.

He stated law is an important part of 
Christian life* He said that we have to answer to God for 
what we do and for that reason we must realize what we

I I said he was opposed to th® 

Supreme Court's prohibition against praying and felt 
the Supreme Court should not have become involved in 
this natter. He stated we should not try to prove we 
are right by proving that others are wrong, 

stated that th® power in the 

United States is with the county government rather than 
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the state or national government. He stated the "county 
government has the power to use force to make its people 
conform to God's law. He pointed out the importance of 
county governments, since there are more than 2,000 counties 
in the United States, which makes for much less 
centralization of governmental power. He also pointed 
out that the county sheriff has the power to deputize 
every able-bodied man within his county. 

According to the schedule of events, as set ^ 
forth in the program of the 12th Annual National Session of 
the Congress of Freedom, Inc., AUSTIN of Chicago, 

Illinois, was scheduled to address the session at 3; 30 PM, 
on April 5, 1963. Background information regarding FLETT, 
as set forth in the program, describes Mr. FLETT as an 
insurance broker of Chicago and a sales executive with the 
United States Cold Storage Corporation. Ha was scheduled 
to speak on the United States as a communist satellite 
nation. 

The address by FLETT was tape recorded 
and highlights of his address, as noted in a review of the 
recording, are set forth as follows; 

FLETT addressed the session by stating he had made 
numerous trips to Washington, D. C. , contacted several high 
government officials, including the Agricultural Department, 
the Treasury Department, the Department of Justice and other 
agencies. He advised that his statements would be based 
on his testimony before the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations in 1956 and 1957, and the Senate Committee on 
Internal Security in 1958. 

He advised that much of his information has 
been suppressed by high government officials because of 
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the people in government and business whom he has identified 
as being part of a communist conspiracy to take over the 
United States, FLETT discussed at length the Cooperatives, 
which he defined as a group of people who joined together 
for mutual aid and benefit. He said the United States is 
being led through deceit towards a one world citizenship 
through the use of federal funds, 

FLETT noted that he has not paid his federal 
income tax since 1955, and he has so informed the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, in order that he will be prosecuted, at 
which time he will bring to the attention of the court the 
illegal use of federal funds. He stated he does not recommend 
that we not pay our income taxes, as this would result in 
chaos. However, in the event your taxes have not been 
paid, he suggests using the words "paid in protest" at 
such time as you file your income taxes. He went on 
to say that he is trying to expose officials of the 
Treasury Department who are guilty of criminal acts in the 
collection and disbursement of public funds which are being 
collected and disbursed in violation of federal laws, to 
overthrow the government of the United States of America, 

FLETT talked at length on the failure of the 
Cooperatives to pay federal income tax and that he has 
brought this matter to the attention of the Internal 
Revenue Department, He related that many people who work 
for the cooperatives are completely un -informed of the 
real purpose of the Cooperatives, 

FLETT stated if we lose this fight we lose our 
savings, personal property, and there will be no wages 
paid for labor and no profit for employers. All profit 
in funds produced from various work in this movement will 
belong to the movement and not to the individuals. 
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He said our children will belong to the Communist 
Party, dominated and raised in public institutions until 
they are old enough to be put in a trade or put to work. 

He stated we will b© told when and how to work in order to 
produce the bare necessities of life, as there will be no 
trade or migration between nations. He stated people, 
both skilled and unskilled, will be moved from country to 
country by zone commanders with the result that our 
present standard of living will be dissolved. 

FLETT went on to say that we can win this fight 
by exposing this conspiracy to the people of the United 
States, which will result in a mass protest in the use of 
public funds to overthrow and destroy our country. 
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According to the schedule of events, as set forth 
in the program of the 12th Annual National Session of 
the Congress of Freedom, Xnc., GEORGE S>44QNTGCMERY , JR,, 
of New York City, was scheduled to address the convention 
at 8 PM on April 5, 1963. Background information regarding 
MONTGOMERY, as set forth in the program, described him as 
being bom in North Dakota on July 8, 1897 o He graduated 
from Harvard Law School in 1923, and has practiced law in 
New York City since that date. He was a United States Naval 
Flyer in World War I, and is the author of "The Return of 
Adam Smith," and also the author of the book entitled, 

"Why Bertrand Russell is not a Christian." 

The address by MONTGOMERY was taps recorded and 
highlights of his address, as noted in a review of the 
recording, are set forth as follows: 

MONTGOMERY titled his address "America, a Nation 
of Children," He described a confession of himself as a 
childish adult relating to the presidential election in the 
fall $f I960. He stated at that time he ©aw something in 
President KENNEDY and voted for him. He said President 
KENNEDY has failed to live up to hio expectations and during 
his address, MONTGOMERY was critical of President KENNEDY’S 
handling of the Bay of Pigs, the Berlin Wall, Laos, the 
B-70 Program, and BEN BELLA, who received a 21 gun salute 
when he recently came to the United States. 

MONTGOMERY had two predictions to make: 

(1) By the fall of 1964, the Marines will be mobilized 
and the entire military force of the United States will 
be prepared to attack Cuba; (2) By October, 1964, there 
will be a wholesale firing of administrative advisors 
to the White House and at this time he expects to see 
numerous photographs of the President and the President’s 
father, just prior to the next presidential election. 
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According to the schedule of events, as set forth 
in the program, STEVfi/jsTAHL of Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, was 
scheduled to address me^&eastgntion at 9 2 30 AM, on April 6, 
1963. Background information regarding STAHL, as set forth 
in the program, describes him as Executive Trustee and 
Founder of the Investors' Union of America, which is 
described as a nationwide movement to bring the great host 
of Americans together and in closer relationship with 
Congress . He is reportedly a native of Oklahoma City and 
has been Executive Vice-President of the Public Expenditures 
Council of Oklahoma and he received the award of the 
George Washington Freedoms Foundation in 1959 for his 
"Voice of the Tax Payer" television series on economic 
education and again in 1962 for his speech "Responsible 
Citizenship - America's Most Urgent Need." H© is further 
described as a veteran of World War I and has been 
affiliated with the Citizens Tax Payer Movement for the past 
25 years. 

The address by Mr. STAHL was tape recorded and 
highlights of his address, as noted in a review of the 
recording, are set forth as follows = 

He said that the American citizen must be 
interested in the tax problem both on a local and national 
level and stated our real danger is at home where w© have 
traded the Monro© Doctrine for a Moscow doctrine and 
permitted a Communist Gibraltar 90 miles from our shores. 

He stated we have traded the Declaration of Independence 
for interdependence. 

He continued to discuss the financial problems 
of the United States Government and said we are technically 
broke today since we have only 16 billion in gold, while the 
nation is 17 billion short of being able to meet its gold 
commitments. He said this threat appears to be a greater 
threat to our nation than the atomic bomb. He continued 
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by saying w© ghould not change our* bills to our children and 
grandchildren. STAHL stated that no bankrupt nation has ever 
won a wars, that economic strength is every bit as 
important as military might in this conflict with th© 

Kremlin, and which shows no hope of ending in th© near 
future . 


STAHL also discussed Social Security, stating 
that it is running in the red to the amount of 278 billion, 
and, therefore, he did not agree with President KENNEDY’® 
proposed legislation regarding medical care for th© agsd 
through Social Security. STAHL also criticised federal aid 
to education and stated it wag one of tho moat dangerous 
pieces of legislation being considered by Congress. He 
continued by stating that many states are going broke by 
trying to match ststo funds with the ’’federal credit sard." 

STAHL advised that it is important to let your 
Congressman and R© present© tive know how you feel regarding 
these matters and that federal laws are being written by 
pressure groups. Ho estimated that at the present time 
there are approximately two thousand conservative groups 
in the United States, and if they are concentrated on th© 
aama problem at one time by contacting thoir Representatives 
and Congressmen, tho conservatives would most successful.

At the deception of the interview, Mr. Lanier 
stated that he wished to clearly state that he is a loyal 
American in all respects, past President of the Sons of the 
American Revolution, Local Chapter, Is 80 years old and 
has spent his lifetime' 'in the Interest of the United States e 
He would never affiliate himself with anyone advocating 
force or violence to achieve their aims and is a firm believer 
in due course of law under the Constitution. Mr. Lanier 
admits that he is an active participant in the activities 
of the Council for Statehood and believes that this group, 
under Mrs. Mary Davison, are performing a valuable service 
to our country in attempting to awaken the public to the 
threat of communism and to the inroads that the Federal 
Government has made with regard to sovereign State Rights. 

Mr. Lanier stated that the objective of the Council 
for Statehood is to get the support of states to call a 
Constitutional Convention at which time the inroads made by 
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Federal Government can, and will be resolved and State 
sovereignity re-established as it was meant to be under 
our Constitution. 


Mr. Lanier states that the Council for State- 
hood as a group and with the help of their attorney, 

Mr. Bohn of Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, have made sure 
that everything they are doing is entirely legal. Mr. Lanier 
states there has never been any discussion at any of the 
Council for Statehood meetings concerning the use of any 
violent acts or assassinations to accomplish their purpose 
and that this type of discussion never occurred at the meeting 
of the Congress of Freedom in New Orleans, Louisiana, 
during April, 1963. Mr. Lanier added that at an early 
meeting at the Council for Statehood, they passed resolutions, 
one of which was not to advocate any anti -Jewish acts and 
also not to dlsucss or contemplate the use of firearms 
for any means. He added that he personally believes that 
the Zionists who believe that all Jews should be citizens 
of Israel first and that their loyalty to the United States 
comes second, are a danger to the United States, but they 
are in the minority and most Jews are loyal Americans. 


Mr. Lanier stated that|

Statehood since his expulsion and has written and made 
numerous and false profane allegations against them. 


In conclusion, Mr. Lanier stated he firmly believe 
that the communfets will someday take over this country If 
the rights of the sovereign states are not re-established 
and further that the only legal means of doing this Is the 
calling of a Constitutional Convention which is the aim of 
the Council for Statehood. He continued saying at no time 
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has any force or violence entered Into a discussion as 
a possible means of fulfilling this claim and anyone 
who says to the contrary is giving false information. 

Mr. Lanier recalls that the only mention made concerning 
guns and ammunition took place during an early meeting 
when someone whose identity he does not recall suggested 
that if the communists took over the United States all members 
should collect guns and ammunition to defend themselves. 

He stated he spoke out against this action as It was 
foolhardy pointing out that if the communists did take 
over, they would control the armed forces and police agencies 
and such resistance would be foolish and to no avail. 

He stated that this mention of guns had nothing to do 
with killing anyone except in defense of this country If 
the communists took over.

He stated he is not a member or subscriber to the 
Council for Statehood but has become affiliated with this 
organization as a result of his contact with Mrs. Mary 
✓Davison, the leader of this organization. He stated that 
since 1961, he has been campaigning to force the withdrawal 
of the United States from the United Nations by having the 
Supreme Court declare unconstitutional the acts which made 
this country a member of that organization. Since the 
Council for Statehood thinks along these same lines, they 
have invited him on several occasions to help mainly 
by speaking before their group and at the request of Mrs. 
Davison, he drew up the charter for their organization and 
was also a main speaker at the conference of the Congress 
of Freedom in New Orleans, Louisiana, in April, 1963* 

He explained that the Council for Statehood has 
subscribers rather than members who subscribe to weekly letters 
that set forth policies. These letters have been directed 
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to Federal legislatures but at present, they are being 
directed to state legislatures with the hope of having a 
Constitutional Convention called to review the 
Constitution so that individual' states may be secure in 
their rightful place in the Federal Government. 


Mr. Bohn states that the main issues listed in 
order of importance are getting the United States out of 
the United Nations j establishing a Court of the Union 
so that Individual states can settle their own problems 
without' having the meeting referred to the Supreme Court 
and finally fair apportionment. Mr. Bohn is not aware 
of any advocation of any form of violence on the part of 
this group and knows of no Individual members that have ever 
advocated violence in any form whatsoever. Their objective 
as his is to obtain these ^goals through legal means.

is to accomplish their objectives through legal procedures. 
She has never heard of anyone in the organization advocating 
violence of any kind.
